It is refreshing to the ardent gene- 
alogist to the large number of 
family histories that are being pro- 
duced constantly. It indicates a pride 
in family relationships and a desire to 
perpetuate the knowledge of the family 
to coming generations. Every family 
should be encouraged to establish its 
identity and preserve its traditions as 
an encouragement to future members of 
the family. 

One of the most recent of the many 
family histories that have come to our 
attention is an outstanding record of 
Christen and Boletta Sorensen Christen- 
sen and their more than twelve hun- 
dred descendants, all of them healthy 
and fine looking individuals, many of 
whom are among the most outstanding 
citizens in their respective communities. 

Editor of the book is N. LaVerl Chris- 
tensen, editor of the Daily Herald, Provo, 
Utah. A genealogical neophyte, Editor 
Christensen received his baptism into 
family history work with this outstanding 
record which sets a most worthy example 
for others to follow. Commenting on his 
experiences, Editor Christensen writes, 
“Up until this past year I have had little 
enthusiasm for genealogy, although I 
have marveled at the work done by 
OTHERS. Through our family project, 
however, I have learned that genealogy 
can be intriguing — and challenging. 
Actually my biggest job of the past year 
has been promoting the book, It is 
amazing how apathetic folks can get. In 
whipping up their interest I certainly 
converted myself to genealogical work.” 

The story begins in the early 1860’s 
when Christen and Boletta Sorensen 
Christensen lived on a farm at Ostrup, 
near Aalestrup, Aalborg County, in north- 
ern Jutland, Denmark. They were des- 
cendants of a long line of sturdy Danish 
farmers. Christen’s third great grand-

Year by year genealogical research 
costs seem to grow smaller and smaller. 
This seems especially to be the case in 
the cost of books. One reason for this, 
perhaps, lies in the fact that the demand 
used to be very limited — those interested 
in books of that kind were few and 
the production cost came high. Some 
books of limited editions came as high 
as $45.00 or $60.00 per copy. 


With the inventions that have come in 
the printing industry the reproduction of 
these previously unobtainable books have 
been made possible at a cost less than a 
fourth of the original sales price. 


In the front ranks to supply these 
valuable books to the constantly growing 
numbers of genealogical researchers is 
the Southern Book Company, St. James 
Hotel, Charles Street at Centre, Bulti- 
more 1, Maryland. Among the newest of 
a long list of reprints sponsored by that 
progressive concern are Charies Edward 
Banks’ “Topographical Dictionary of 2885 
English Emigrants to New England, 1620- 
1650,” and Albert Cook Myers’ “Quaker 
Arrivals at Philadelphia, 1682-1750.” 


The Banks’ book lists 3,000 passengers 
from forty-four ships including and im- 
mediately following the Mayflower, show- 
ing name of the emigrants, his English 
parish, name of ship, American Gesti-

46 States Listed 


For the eighth consecutive year THE 
GENEALOGICAL HELPER is pleased to 
present to its large clientele the Annual 
Exchange Edition. Judging from the 
many hundred unsolicited testimonials 
that have come to us over the years we 
ars certain that no other genealogical 
publication reaches so many individuals 
as does the HELPER. We don’t pretend 
to do any more than to bring the gene- 
alogically minded people together to com- 
pare and to exchange information, If 
that is done, we are humbly proud to 
have aided the plan of the originator 
of this magazine when he dedicated 
it to the task of “helping more people 
tered approximately fifteen thousand 
find more genealogy.” 

This year 1,312 researchers have regis- 
names in which they are interested in 
the 1957 Directory of Genealogists. These 
researchers come from every state in the 
union with the exception of Rhode 
Island and North Dakota. The District 
of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii and the 
Canal Zone are also represented. From 
outside the United States three come 
from Canadian provinces and Austria.

Since each year sees some new readers 
and researchers who are unacquainted 
with the Annual Exchange Edition, let 
us briefly explain how to proceed. First, 
turn to the 1957 Genealogists’ Exchange. 
Here you will find alphabetically ar- 
ranged all the names sought by regis- 
trants as listed in the 1957 Directory of 
Genealogists. As you carefully scan the 
Exchange list check each name in which 
you are interested. The letter-numbers 
after the names you have checked refer 
you to the Directory of Genealogists 
where are found the names and ad- 
dresses of those interested in the lines 
on which you are working. Write them 
about the information you are trying 


to find. Make it short and snappy! 


Before you write them, check care- 
fully the information in their listings. 
Some give only the surnames in which 
they are interested. No places or dates 


may be given. Others give a more de- 
tailed description of their lines. From 
the information they have given in the 
listings, you should use common sense, 
if not wisdom, in selecting the person 
you should contact, It may be a waste of 
time and effort for you as well as him 
to write about his Crane from Georgia 
if your Cranes are from Vermont. There 
may be a possibility of getting some in- 
formation, but it is better to use such 
researchers only as a last resort. Always 
write first to the researcher who you 
think most likely to help you. 


Let your questions be brief and spe- 
cific. Don’t send him your life history. 
Don’t ask for too much information. Be 
satisfied with smaller bites! The How 
Book for Genealogists gives you ideas 
about letter writing. 


The County Directory of Genealogists 
is arranged to assist those who have 
problems in some specific locality. Here 
you will find that the 1,312 researchers 
listed in the 1957 Directory of Genealo- 
gists live in 579 counties in 46 states. 
Perhaps one or more may be able to 
help you solve a difficult problem con- 
cerning your research in their particu- 
lar county. It often happens that a per- 
son familiar with a given locality can 
unravel difficult problems pertaining to 
his particular section. 


Again we trust you will find this 
magazine an aid in your search for your 
ancestors. In and of itself it will be of 
little or no value to you unless you act 
on the invitation to write to those listed 
as interested in your family lines. Ever 
so many researchers have already found 
this the greatest means for getting in 
contact with “kindred spirits”. As a re- 
sult many have extended their family 
lines many generations. 


As a parting greeting: Don’t forget 
to include in your letter a self-addressed 
stamped envelope for the anticipated re. 
ply. After you have received an answer, 
please, don’t hesitate to write your in- 
formant a kindly letter of appreciation 
for his efforts, regardless of the import- 
ance of the material received.

father, for instance, was Soren Madsen 
who was born in Denmark in 1627. 
Boletta was born in Boldrup, near Os- 
trup, the daughter of Soren Mortensen 
and Metta Nielsen. 

At the opening of the story Christen 
and Boletta are the parents of six chil- 
dren, three of whom died rather young. 
Soren was 52 and his wife 44 years of 
age, when they were visited by two Mor- 
mon missionaries, Prejudiced because of 
stories they had heard against the mem. 
bers of the strange religion, they first 
felt like setting their dogs on the mis- 
sionaries. However, the more they heard 
of the missionaries explanation of ‘Mor- 
monism” the more convinced they be- 
came of its truthfulness. In 1861 they im- 
migrated and established their home in 
central Utah where the family since 
then has grown and prospered. 

The book is replete with pictures of 
family members and their homes, and 
early family incidents. 

Editor Christensen had a most unique 
method in getting first hand informa- 
tion about his family before coming to 
America. In a European newspaper di- 
rectory he found the name of one of the 
daily newspapers in Aalborg and its 
editor, to whom he sent an appeal for 
a fellow editor to locate some historical 
and pictorial information about his 
family. On his spare time the reporter 
gathered most valuable early history 
and family records at a cost of only 
$31.00. 

Many members of the large family 
cooperated in making the history pos- 
sible. About thirty wrote histories of 
the various branches of the family from 
information given by large numbers. 
Many families submitted the large num- 
ber of pictures illustrating the book. 
Thousands of hours of diligent work 
have gone into the production of the 
book. It includes more than 55,000 words 
in histories; well over 100 pictures; 
reproduction of 200 family group sheets 
of ancestral genealogy ante-dating the 
emigration of Christen and Boletta 
Christensen to Utah in 1862, and 400 
group sheets covering their descendants 
to the present. 

The tone of the entire history is feel- 
ingly reflected in an editorial on “OUR 
RESPONSIBILITIES,” in which Editor 
Christensen stresses the fact that all of 
the histories written by members of the 
various branches of the family “carry 
one dominant theme — pride in our 
heritage and thankfulness for a good 
name. 

“What is this heritage we speak about? 
For the answer let’s go to the pages of 
this book where the following are 
echoed and re-echoed: Honorable par- 
entage ... the faith of our fathers in 
God .. . membership in the Church and

Issues Catalogue 


The second of a three part subject 
catalogue on genealogy has been issued 
by the Public Libraries of Manchester, 
England. The first part, issued in April 
1956 and reviewed in the June 1956 
GENEALOGICAL HELPER, contained 
the names of the authors and the books 
then in the Manchester Library on ; edi- 
grees and family histories. 

The second part, dealing with parish 
registers and wills came from the press 
in May 1957. 

The third and final section will deal 
with books on names of persons and 
places, epitaphs and monumental in- 
scriptions, heraldry, the peerage and 
orders of knighthood, coats of arms, 
crests and flags.

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Gleanings From 
150 Year Old 
Ohio Paper 


By William A. Burns

Recently I came into possession of a 
reproduction of an early Ohio news- 
paper and noticing that it contains data 
valuable to genealogists, I thought I 
would pass the information along to the 
readers of “The Genealogical Helper.” 

This newspaper “The Western Star”, is 
reproduced from photostatic plates of 
Vol. 1. No. 1., preserved in the museum 
of the American Antiquarian Society at 
Worcester, Mass. It is dated Friday, Feb- 
ruary 13, 1807, published by John Mc- 
Clean at Lebanon, state of Ohio. 

The contents of the paper is most in- 
teresting, not only from the make-up of 
each of the four pages, but also from 
a historical standpoint. Being the first 
issue, Editor McClean’s editorial gives 
sincere thanks to his patrons and de- 
clares his policy and principles, The odd 
thing about the contents of this paper is 
that there are no local news items. Most 
of the news comprise the “doings” of 
Congress, although Aaron Burr’s conspir- 
acy against the United States is related 
in two very interesting news articles, 
one date-lined Charleston, Jan. 8th, and 
the other from New Orleans dated Dec. 
18th. It is interesting to note the ex- 
panse of time between the date-line of 
these two news-items and the publica- 
tion date (Feb. 13, 1807) in “The West- 
ern Star”. The foreign news was some- 
what older, (Oct. 14, 15, 16) describing 
in detail the utter defeat of the Prus- 
sians at the Battle of Jena, in Germany, 
by Napoleon and his French. 

We all know that our nation has come 
a long, long way in the past 150 years 
and we can readily grasp one phase of 
this “phenomenal” growth by comparing 
our present-day military force with that 
given in a news item by Editor Mc- 
Clean, which he gleaned from the Boston 
Chronicle as follows:—The standing mili- 
tary force of the United States consists 
at present of one regiment containing 
five battalions of artillery, consisting of 
twenty companies of 91 men each, in- 
cluding officers, &c.-total number of 
artillerists 1820. Two regiments con- 
taining four battallions of infantry, con- 
sisting of ten companies each (twenty 
companies) each company consisting of 
80 men including officers, &c. total 
number of infantry 1600. — General 
staff 3; artillery regimental staff 7; in- 
fantry regimental staff 14. — The corps 
of Marines consists of about 1,000—total 
regular military force of the union, four 
thousand four hundred and forty five. 

As to the genealogical data contained 
in the issue, I have abstracted the an- 
nouncements, legal notices, ads, and 
other notices, and it will be a pleasure to 
hear from any reader that finds a clue 


among the data that helped them further 
in their research. 

Four business advertisements of town 
of Lebanon included John Grigg, boot 
and shoe-maker, business in room above 
Mr. Roe’s store; Henry H. Dill, saddlery, 
business also in room above Mr. Roe’s 
store; Samuel Nixon, stocking-weaving, 
reed-making & blue dying business; and 
George Miller, cabinet-making, business 
on Main Street, near Mr. Seaman’s tav- 
ern. 

A notice by David Sutton requests 
payment from anyone indebted to him 
and states that wheat, rye, corn, oats, 
whisky, or sugar, will be received in 
payment at market prices, at the sub- 
scriber’s house in Deerfield. 

Another notice by Ichabod B. Halsey 
of Lebanon, states: FIVE DOLLARS 
REWARD — Absconded, on the night of 
22nd of February, a fellow who called 
his name Samuel Bailey, whose name is, 
(as I have since understood) Samuel 
Price, and about eighteen years old, etc. .. 

Samuel McCray of Lebanon had notice 
requesting all indebted to him, to pay 
by first day of March or.... 

William Ferguson, business-man of 
Lebanon, serves his last notice for hav- 
ing his back accounts settled before 
setting out for Philadelphia, etc... .. 

Two legal notices appeared, both Court 
of Common Pleas, January term, 1807. 
The first: 

The state of Ohio, Warren County.——ss. 
David Hallaway, vs. David Faulkner, 
Thomas Wright, Jonathan Newman, 
John Thompson.——In Chancery. 

John Thompson is listed as not an in- 
habitant of this state; ... &c. 

Signed, David Sutton, Clk. Lebanon, 
February 13, 1807. 

The second legal notice: 

The State of Ohio, Green County,——-ss. 
John Dimmitt, vs. Abel Westfall.—Case. 
Instrument mentions that defendant, A. 
Westfall, non-resident, owned tract of 
land situated on the east side of Little 
Miami river (near Owen Davis’es mill 
dam) in the Virginia military lands, be- 
ing No. 610, entered and surveyed for 
John Galt, susposed to contain seven 
hundred acres, etc. . . Signed, — John 
Paul, Clk. February 13, 1807. 

Under the heading of Hymeneal Court, 

we find married: 
On the 3rd of the present inst. by Andrew 
Lytle, esq. Mr. William McBride, to 
Miss Deborah Mills. ——On the 5th, Mr. 
Joseph Fix, to Miss Mary Ann Kisling. 
——On the 5th of Feb., Mr. Thomas 
Hughill, to Miss Elizabeth Cawgill. —— 
On the 9th, Mr. John Stoner, to Miss 
Polly Fronce, all of Warren County. 

Although none of the above data was 
of any help to me in my own research, 
I feel that I will be well paid for my 
time and effort in preparing same for 
publication if it helps just one person to 
find a lost or connecting link to his 
ancestral chain.

a testimony of its truthfulness .. . the 
freedoms we enjoy in this great land of 
America ... the rules of peace, progress 
and happiness handed down from the 
experience of our forebears. . . and last, 
but not least, the legacy of a good name. 


“These priceless gifts have been be- 
quethed to us. Now, what are we to do 
with them? Is a good heritage some- 
thing we should smuggly brag about? 
Is it something we should take for 
granted as though we had it coming as 
a matter of course? Or is it a challenge 
to us — a responsibility as well as a 
valued possession? 


“Obviously responsibility IS involved 
. . . the responsibility to carry on where 
our parents left off ... to accept the 
truths that they proved; to accept the 
standard of morals, cleanliness, honesty 
and brotherly love which experience told 
them were right; to emulate their good 
works; to be true to the faith which they 
cherished; to live the kind of lives they 
would be proud to have us live.

Elijah Ellsworth Brownell has indexed 
the names of the emigrants, the wives 
and the children of the emigrants, the 
English parishes from which they came 
(the shires arranged alphabetically), the 
parishes arranged alphabetically, the 
English counties and shires from which 
they came, the names of the ships that 
brough them over, and the index of the 
towns in the colonies to which they 
came, 


The 295-page book retails at $10.00. 


The Myers’ 131-page book was first 
printed in the latter part of 1900, and 
contains the names of about 550 Quaker 
arrivals at Philadelphia from 1682 to 
1750. The book costs $5.00 per volume.
